After long consideration of the great 
volume of testimony taken during the 
many months since the suit was insti¬ 
tuted, four Judges in the United States 
Circuit Court have handed down deci¬ 
sions holding that the company is oper¬ 
ated in violation of the Sherman anti¬ 
trust law and in restraint of trade. 

The court found, however, that the 
Government’s request for the appoint¬ 
ment of a receiver was impractical and 
wholly unnecessary. At the time the 
four Judges agreed that the application 
for an injunction against the various 
subsidiary companies should be sus¬ 
pended until after a decision or an ap¬ 
peal from the present judgment. 

The complsint against the Imperial 
Tobacco Company and the British- 
American Company, was dismissed.

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 9. — Former 
Senator Edward W. Carmack, editor of 
-lie Nashville Tennessean, was shot and 
killed this afternoon about 4 o’clock. 
The fatal shots were fired by Robin J. 
Cooper, a young attorney, and the son 
of Col. Duncan B. Cooper. The tragedy 
occurred on Seventh avenue, new- the 
southeast corner of the lawn in fwmt of 
the Polk building. Articles in tbe ecB- 
torial columns of the Tennessean di¬ 
rected at Copper were the cause of tbe 
tragedy. Mr. Carmack had been 
warned that Col. Cooper would resent, 
the articles if they trere continued, and 
was arm’d with a revolver, two cham¬ 
bers of wnich he emptied, the young 
man being wounded in the shoulder. 

Within a few seconds after they met 
the tragedy was ov&r and it was a diffi-

DELICIOUS SUMMER SALADS. 


■ Half a loaf of breadcrumbs, to which 
add a little salt. Pare, core and cut 
Into thin slices two greening apples, 
four ounces of chopped suet, half a 
| cupful of ''oiling water sufficient to 
! moisten the mixture. Rub a little salt 
on the Inside of the mold to make It 
I smooth. Pack the mixture firmly as 
| tightly as possible Into the mold. Fas¬ 
ten the ltd down securely and place in 
a boiler with only sufficient water in 
the bottom to make a steam. I.et It 
; boll this way for one hour, turn out 
and eat with the following sauce: 

One cup of granulated sugar, quarter 
of a cup of water. Put together on the 
fire and allow to melt quickly, to which 
ndd the rind of half a lemon chopped 
fine, not grated. One minute after the 
sirup lieglns to boil (kept any longer It 
turns to candy) remove It and Rdd the 
Juice of half a lemon. Serve hot 


Vegetables and Fruits. 

How to prepare a pretty summrr 
salad la thus told by Caroline Ffench 
Benton In the June Delineator: Select 
some green peppers and open them at 
the top and tike out the seeds. Make 
each one stand ou u lettuce leaf, an¬ 
ting a tiny bit off the bottoms if neces¬ 
sary. Then prepare some small cooked 
greeu string beans, the smaller the bet¬ 
ter. by mixing them with French drew; 
lug. Fill the peppers with these and 
on top of each one put a little ball or 
cream cheese. The combination Is 
quite unusual In flavor and very good. 
Fruit salads are the daintiest and most 
refreshing of all we have In summer, 
and they are almost no trouble to 
make. Several kinds of fruit should 
not be put together as a usual thing, 
however, for that Is apt to mkke a 
messy dish. One or two kinds mixed, 
or one alone, is quite enough. Then, 
too. It should be remem lie red that 
mayonnaise rarely combines with 
fruits. There Is one exception at least.

How to Rid Furniture ef Moths. 

A sort of trade secret among uphol¬ 
sterers. It Is said. Is this recipe for rid 
ding furniture of moths, says the Kan¬ 
sas City Star. A set of furniture that 
seemed to he alive with larvae aud 
from which hundreds of these pests 
had been picked aud brushed was set 
In a room by itself. Three gallons of 
benzine were purchased. Using a small 
watering pot with a fine rose sprin¬ 
kler, the whole upholstery was satu¬ 
rated through and through with the 
benzine, r.esult. every' moth, larva 
and egg was killed. The benzine dried 
out in a few hours, and Its entire odor 
disappeared In three or four days. Not 
the slightest barm happened to the var¬ 
nish or wood or fabrics or hair stuffi

How to Clean a Sowing Machine. 

To keep a sewing machine In good 
condition It needs an occasional clean¬ 
ing with kerosene.

This will 
loosen all old oil and dust, which 
should be wiped away with a soft 
cloth until the machine is perfectly

In actual 
practice they merely limit the manner 
of their formation and cause more 
time to be consumed In their forma¬

Burley Tobacco Society Replies to Accusation -Salaries to be Paid 
Officers Will be Moderate. 


crop, It has substituted inferior to¬ 
baccos and’eought to starve us out. It 
has refused to buy any considerable 
amount of our tobacco at cut prices, 
and has made no bona fide effort to buy 
at any price, but in the face of all this 
we present a solid front. The Burley 
Tobacco Society still exists and is doing 
business at Winchester and our pros¬ 
pects are brighter than eyer t We have 


Inasmuch as the country has been 
flooded wiljh false and misleading state- i 
ments in regard to the Burley Tobacco ! 
Society, its purposes, its management 
and its prospects, we believe it an op- i 
portune time to correct these state-1 
ments and inform our members. In the j 
first place, why this great interest in ! 
the welfare of the grower, on the part I 
of the newspapers, warehousem", 
speculators and trust buyers, an inter¬ 
est which is newborn and had no exist¬ 
ence when the prices were low, when 
the farmer was downtrodden and the 
trust held undisputed sway in the to¬ 
bacco trade. This interest, and these 
mis-statements and criticisms come 
from a few honest people who believe 
the organization responsible for law¬ 
lessness, and who have not looked deep 
enough into the situation to find out 
that this lawlessness is caused by pre¬ 
vious lawlessness bn the part of the 
trust, and is the blind effort of a few 
unreasoning men who seek to reihedy 
one wrong with another, and who 
Btnke back because they themselves 
are hurt. With this exception, these 
false statements come from venal 
sources, from men who for a considera¬ 
tion, or from private interest, seek to 
overthrow this organization of farmers. 

A great outcry has been made about 
extravagant salaries; it is sufficient an¬ 
swer to state that though over four 
million dollara have been distributed to 
t'le growers not one cent of salary has 
been paid to any member of the Dis¬ 
trict Board, the Executive Committee, 
or the President himself. And when 
salaries are voted and paid they will be 
so reasonable that no fair-mindedgrow- 


j er will grudge one cent of them to the 
| men who have done the work, planned 
I the business and stood the attacks and 
criticism of those who wished the fail- 
i ure of the movement. 

Of the ten per cent, reserve, eight 
| per cent, is deposited in the vanous 
; counties where it will do the growers 
I the most good and at no distant day the 
1 f.: cater part by far will be distributed 
to the individual growers. 

It has been stated that too much has 
been charged for handling tobacco—in 
only a tew instances has more been 
charged for this service than is the 
usual charge for the same. And in 
these instances there were other bene¬ 
fits fo the grower which more than 
counter-balanced this extra charge, and 
in no case has there been any profit to 
the Burley Tobacco Society or its man¬ 
agers from such charges. In most 
cases brought fbrward to prove this it 
has been clearly shown that the grower 
entered voluntarily into a private con¬ 
tract to pay these fees when he was 
free to have made other and better con¬ 
tracts or have done the work himself. 

From some sources. it has been 
claimed that the tobacco has lost too 
much in weight—mistakes are liable to 
occur in any business, but It is a queer 
fact that such losses are reported more 
frequently on tobacco stored and sam¬ 
pled m the old established warehouses 
of the cities than on tonacco stored in 
the equity warehouses in the counties; 
this disproves the charge or insinuation 
of mismanagement or graft on the part 
I of the Society. 

The trust has used every means to 
disrupt our Society, It has paid the in-

WASHING OF EYES. 


How to Bathe Them Properly With 
Lotions. 

If more persons knew that the eye¬ 
balls need bathing quite as much ns 
the body, no dressing stand would be 
without an eye cup and lotion for this 
purpose. In washing the eyes use a 
special glass that may be bought at 
any druggist’s: This cup is shaped 
something like a wineglass, except that 
it is elongated instead of sound and 
has a rim that slopes down In the mid¬ 
dle to fit the eyes 

To use this little vessel fill it three- 
quarters full of whatever lotion or 
liquid Is prescribed, then place It close¬ 
ly about the eye and throw back the 
head. In this position open and shut 
the e>e, so that the ball Is thoroughly 
Utthed. 

As to the lotion for : the both, an ex¬ 
cellent and simple wash that will 
clcause the ball and relieve a feverish 
or tired sensation is made by boiling 
and filtering half a pint of water and 
pouring Into it while still warm one- 
half teaspoonful of refiued borax and 
ten drops or spirits of camphor, says 
the Washington Star. Lot this cool, 
then filter aguln through a piece of 
thin muslin. 

The cup may lie partly filled with 
this liquid morning and night and any 
time during the day when the eyes feel 
tired. It should l>e applied ns pre¬ 
viously directed and after using for a 
time will usually clear away the yel¬ 
low scum so frequently seen on eye¬ 
balls aud always so disfiguring. Be¬ 
fore applying any lotion the eyes must 
always be carefully bathed In warm 
water. 

For eyes- that are weak a touic wash 
recommended by English ocpllsts la 
made in this way: One-half of an ounce 
of rook salt atid oqe ounce of dry sul¬ 
phate of zinc simmered In a perfectly 
clean, covered porcelain vowel with 
three pints of water until the ingredi¬ 
ents are all dissolved. Strain through 
thick, clean muslin, add one ounce Jpt 
rosewater and cork tightly. Use when 
the eyes feel weak. If the lotion 
smarts, add a little water. The eye cup 
should lie kept perfectly clean. 

If after simple home treatment the 
eyeballs continue to show a yellowish 
appearance no time should be lost In 
consulting a physician; for something 
wrong with the system is Indicated. 
Any Inflammation of the eyes Is likely 
to exhibit Itself by secretion on the 
lids in the morning, and this condition 
should be checked before it leads into 
another more serious state. 

After bathing with either of the lo¬ 
tions given the edges of the lids should 
be covered at night with a paste made 
of two and one-balf centigrams each of 
oxide of zinc and subacetate of lead, 
twenty-five centigrams of oil of sweet 
almonds, three grams of white vase¬ 
line and three drops of tincture of

and varnish. First remove every par¬ 
ticle of dust, dirt and old cracked var¬ 
nish from the piece of furniture to be 
treated, getting right down to the bare 
wood. To aid in this work a cabinet 
scraper or glasp will be necessary and 
a bottle of wood alcohol to soften the 
varnish. After the varnish Is removed 
sandpaper the wood to a smooth sur¬ 
face. At least four coats of finishing 
varnish will be required, and after 
each has l>ecome thoroughly dry rub 
lightly with flue sandpaper. After the 
lust coat of varnish has dried for two 
days rob boiled linseed oil on the 
treated surfaces with a soft .cloth.

Two pieces of cardboard about 20 
by 14 Inches in size were pasted to¬ 
gether at one of the longer edges, mak¬ 
ing what looks like a pageless book 
cover. 

This was covered by a piece of flow¬ 
ered cretonne neatly turned at the 
edges and these raw edges covered by 
a piece of Arm white paper which ex¬ 
tended over the entire inside of the 
pad. 

Two or more pieces of blotting pa¬ 
per were inserted and fastened by rib¬ 
bons passed through both covers and 
blotting paiier and tied on the outside. 

A piece of ribbon of the same shade, 
biit wider, was fastened so that it ran 
diagonally across each cover and, ty¬ 
ing, held the leaves In place.

How to Make an Excellent Pudding. 

I’ut In a mixing dish one-half cupfu’ 
of molasses, one cupful of sweet milk, 
one cupful of seeded and floured 
raisins or currants. Mix one level tea¬ 
spoonful of ,sodn, one teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoonful of 
cloves with two cupfuls of graham 
flour and sift. Now mix with molas¬ 
ses, milk and fruit and beat well. 

Put the mixture in baking powder 
cans and steam. This amount will fill 
four half pound cans about two-thirds 
full. ^Put on coven and steam one 
hour.™ 

Two one .pound cans may be used If 
preferred, but pudding must he steam¬ 
ed two hours if larger cans are used.

Never spring a big newspaper advertisement upon 
the public unexpectedly. 

Make it an invariable rule to lead up by two or 
three nicely graded steps toithe important announce¬ 
ment to be made. People t&e a certain pleasure out 
of anticipation. They enjoy their dinner all the more 
if they have been anxiously waiting to hear the bell. 
But if you. open up your morning newspaper and find 
blazed forth in big headlines the advertisement of 
something startlingly new you are stunned rather than 
interested. If, however, for two or three days you 
have been looking for this announcement and each 
day getting a little mbre curious about it, you get your¬ 
self keyed up in anticipation, add then if the announce¬ 
ment is even better than you had imagined you sur¬ 
render in a body. 

Don't pay the United States government two 
cents for carrying a letter or a circular worth less than 
two cents. 

The average advertiser will shave off 15 cents a 
thousand on envelopes and a quarter of a cent a pound 
on paper and beat down the printer in price so that he 
is obliged to use a 30-cent ink and by various other 
economies get his material ready for $6 a thousand. 
He will then pay the government $20 for carrying his 
Stingy, badly-printed, cheap-looking $6 worth of 
stuff and pat himself on the back for being economical. 

Don’t waste gray matter on your competitor. No 
matter how entertainingly he lies, you go right on 
telling the plain, blunt kind of truth that-mother-used- 

to-make. 

Truth can be made far more entertaining than 
falsehood. Don't be afraid to call a spade a spade. 

If the goods are shoddy advertise them as shoddy, 
give good shoddy measure, and charge shoddy prices. 
There are tens of thousands of people who prefer 
shoddy; prefer to eat it, to wear it, to be entertained 
by it. 

If you have news to print about your store—some 
call it advertising—don’t order twenty-three styles of 
type with whirligig borders and a crazy, badly-engrav¬ 
ed picture. The mummer on New Year’s Day or the 
clown at Bamum's may look funny, but he couldn’t 
make good on the road selling gold watches. The 
advertiser has an idea that the more fool things he 
drags into his copy the more entertaining it is. The 
clown has the very same idea. 

The great thing in all advertising is not quantity 
of circulation, but quality of your copy printed in a 
newspaper the readers of which are able to buy yotir 
goods.

Brushing the wrong way Is most 
harmful, irritating, ruffling and un¬ 
twisting the yarn and forcing dust and 
dirt into the texture. 

Servants should be made to pasa the 
hand back and forth over a rug until 
the slant of tbe nap Is understood. 
They should be instructed under pain 
of dismissal always to sweep with the 
nap. 

Occasionally moisture Is necessary to 
remove fine dust that dims the luster. 
This is best applied In the form of 
snow or of damp sawdust that the 
broom or carpet sweeper removes. 

Furniture and shoes are the arch 
enemies of rugs In the American 
home. Their sharp edges and corners 
quickly destroy domestic rugs and try 
the temper of even flue orientals. 

They are most fnjurions in combina¬ 
tion with sand and gravel. I<et a sharp 
flint pebble be ground In b.v a nail 
studded heel, and damage Is Inevitable. 
Injuries should be carefully repaired. 
A stitch In time saves the rug.

For frozen pudding take one pint of 
milk, two cupfuls of granulated sugar 
a scant half capful of flour, two eggs, 
two tableepoonfuls of gelatin, one 
quart of cream, one pound of candied 
fruit, four tablespoonfuls of wine. Let 
the milk come to a boll, beat the flour, 
one cupfnl of sugar and the eggs to¬ 
gether and stir Into the billing milk. 

I Cook twenty minutes and add the gel¬ 
atin. which has been soaking one or 
I two hours In water enough to cover It. 
Ret away to cool. WhOh cool add the 
nine, sugar and cream. Freeze ten 
minutes, then add the candled fruits 
and finish freezing. Take out the beat 
er. pack In a melon mold In salt and 
Ice for an hour. Serve with whipped 
i cream.
